"Four year* ago last June. Pat¬ 
riarch Klrkham came to sunny Alber¬ 
ta and located In Raymond. Last 
Thursday Mr. and Mrs. Klrkham left 
Raymond lo make their permanent 
hom u In Left!. Utah. To use the Pat¬ 
riarch's own words. In s pe a king lo 
the Raymond Rustler "The children 
have fitted me up with a neat and 
comfortable horn.- and they write 
"Now, Pa, you must come" and I fell 
(hat I must go”, 

Jamea Klrkham waa born In Lon 
don England on the 28th day of Aug¬ 
ust. 1819. He emigrated to Utah Id 
1859. He Served in me Nauvoo Leg-' 
Ion until disbonded, going through 
the Black Hawk Indian War and do 
lag military services for many year* 
He also did wonderful execution Hi 
the Grasshopper war 
"Mr. Klrkham helped lo build lb. 
Union Pacific Railway acrooa Un 
plains doing all klnda of munuel 1st 
or. teaming, grading and binsting 
He bolds the distinction of riding on 
the first engine tbat passed over tb. 
S.P.n.U. In Utah. Literally he ll an 
"all-roundf'i man. farmer, gardoner 
and hotel proprietor.
